" MISERABLE END 


Claude Puel says he and the Saints 
players are as angry as the fans 
after their goalless draw against 
Hull. 

The Saints boss was booed when 
he took off Manolo Gabbiadini in the 
second half, with the manager also 
targeted by a section of frustrated 
fans as he went down the tunnel at 
full time. 

There were plenty of jeers aimed 
at the team as well, with the St 
Mary’s faithful increasingly 
frustrated at the club’s lacklustre 
home form. 

Puel said: “The people, the fans, 
like Gabbi and it’s an important 
player but it was difficult also for us 
and all the players today. 

“It was to find other solutions and 
perhaps like Shane behind the 
defenders because it was difficult to 
find Gabbi and how he can play on 
the pitch. 

“We have others possibilities with 
Shane, with Jay, and it’s important 
to try other things and find the good 
thing. 

“It’s not the fault of Gabbi because 
the team was too slow on the play 
today to make the difference and my 
responsibility, our responsibility, 
and we are angry about this because 
it was not enough and the draw is 
normal and we have to accept this 
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and play another game, a good 
game, against Liverpool.” 

He added: “I think it’s not a 
disappointment today because we 
cannot put the good thing and the 
good ingredients to play better and 
to find a solution against this good 
team. 

“It was not enough on the quality, 
on the rhythm, on the intensity of the 
game. 

“It was not enough to put pressure 
on this team and to find the good 
space. 

“It was not enough because our 
play was too poor and too slow and 
this was not possible. 

“Also congratulations for this team 
(Hull) because it was an important 
game for them also and they defend 
very well with a strong defensive unit 
and with quality and technical play 
and we saw this in the first half for 
example. 

“For us it was not enough and of 
course we can win this game at the 
end with a penalty and lose with the 
last free kick against us. 

“A draw is normal because it was 
not enough and it was bad day for 
us.”

Saints were booed off as their 
poor home form continued as 
they were held to a dire 0-0 St 
Mary’s draw by relegation threat¬ 
ened Hull. 

The most meaningful action 
of a turgid game came in the fi¬ 
nal seconds as Dusan Tadic had 
a penalty saved for Saints before 
Cedric Soares cleared off the line 
to prevent Hull walking away 
with the win. 

The poor performance, and yet 
another goalless effort in front 
of their own fans, ensured Saints 
were booed from the pitch, with 
the majority of them being aimed 
at manager Claude Puel as he 
went down the tunnel. 

Hull had the first chance of the 
game as they hit Saints on the 
counter attack. 

The Tigers managed to work a 
three on three which allowed Al¬ 
fred N’Diaye to feed the ball into 
Kamil Grosicki. 

He opted to take on a first time 
shot from the edge of the area 
that whistled narrowly wide of 
the near post. 

Grosicki came even closer on 
six minutes as he curled a bril¬ 
liant 25 yard free kick up and over 
the wall but watched it hit the 
outside of the post with Fraser 
Forster left rooted to the spot 
watching it. 

Saints were lucky to escape 
again as one simple ball over the 
top put Oumar Niasse away from 
Maya Yoshdia but Jack Stephens 
came across to get a block on the 
shot and send it wide. 

It was certainly not the start 
to the game Saints would have 
hoped for. 

Hull were well organised, happy 
to soak up pressure and try coun¬ 
ter attack at pace whenever they 
got the opportunity 

That said their lack of qual¬ 
ity meant there would always be 
plenty to keep Saints interested. 

However, there was an increas¬ 
ing sense of frustration around 
St Mary’s as the half wore on as, 
aside from a few bright moments 
in and around the box that pe¬ 
tered out, it was Hull looking by 
far the more threatening.

Saints were met by a chorus of 
boos when the half came to an 
end. 

It was not so much the fact the 
game was goalless but a reflection 
on the way the game had gone and 
the fact Saints had ended up sat 
so deep against a team threatened 
by relegation, failing to register 


a single shot on target during the 
first 45 minutes. 

Saints had a few half hearted 
appeals for a penalty waved away 
by referee Mike Dean three min¬ 
utes after the restart as Sofiane 
Boufal brought the ball down just 
outside the area but opted to try 
and break forward rather than 
have a shot.

They almost got in on 80 min¬ 
utes as Redmond fired in a low 
cross from the left by-line but 
Maguire was there just ahead of 
Tadic to slide in and get it behind. 

It was panic stations in the Hull 
defence from the corner as Eldin 
Jakupovic flapped at the ball and 
presented it straight to Tadic, 
but the keeper made up for it by 
charging out to block his first 
time shot. 

Hull made a defensive change 
to try and hang onto their point 
with seven minutes remaining 
as Tom Huddlestone came on for 
Grosicki. 

Niasse was presented with a 
rare second half chance for Hull 
moments later but after a terrible 
first touch on the edge of the area 
he blazed over the bar. 

Puel had one final roll of the 
dice with three minutes left as 
he brought on Jay Rodriguez for 
Redmond while Hull introduced 
another defender in the shape of 
Michael Dawson who replaced 
Markovic. 

Despite a very poor display 
Saints were given the chance to 
get a win as they were awarded a 
penalty in the last minute. 

N’Diaye was adjudged by ref¬ 
eree Dean to have held Yoshida in 
the area to prevent him contest¬ 
ing a cross from the left. 

Hull were incensed, though 
N’Diaye clearly had his hands on

Tadic stepped up to take the 
kick and drilled it low and hard. 
It was a clean strike but not 
aimed at the bottom corner and 
Jakupovic dived to his left and 
made a terrific save.

Orient game 
called off 
after protest 

A protest by Leyton 
Orient fans against owner 
Francesco Becchetti forced 
their League 2 match against 
Colchester United to be 
abandoned. 

The play-off chasing 
visitors had been leading 
3-1 when a crowd invasion 
involving approximately 750 
people took to the Brisbane 
Road pitch. 

Tarique Fosu, Chris Porter 
and Macauley Bonne scored 
for Colchester, while Sandro 
Semedo had drawn relegated 
Orient level. 

Fosu was left unmarked on 
26 minutes when he headed 
home a deep cross from the 
right from Tom Eastman. 

The match was held up 
when a flare was thrown on 
to the pitch but play soon 
continued. 

A minute before the break, 
Paul McCallum’s downward 
header was saved by U’s 
keeper Sam Walker diving to 
his left. 

Semedo equalised on 52 
minutes when he sent a 25- 
yard swerving shot into the 
top right-hand corner to level 
the scores. 

Then a terrible blunder by 
Jens Janse left Porter with 
a simple close-range chance 
to tap home on 77 minutes 
and restore the visitors lead 
before substitute Bonne 
raced away from the home 
defence two minutes later to 
drill the ball into the net for 
a 3-1 lead. 

Another flare, the second 
of the match, was thrown on 
the pitch moments before a 
crowd invasion and sit-down 
protest on 85 minutes, calling 
for Orient owner Becchetti to 
quit the club, forced referee 
Carl Boyeson to bring the 
players off the field. 

Having lasted for an 
hour, the match was finally 
abandoned at at 5.49pm. 

• Hartlepool’s 95-year 
stay in the English Football 
League hangs by a thread 
after a narrow defeat to 
Cheltenham left them 
needing a final-day escape. 

Second-bottom Pools, who 
parted company with ex- 
Saints manager Dave Jones 
in midweek and put player 
Matthew Bates in temporary 
charge, went down 1-0 at 
Whaddon Road with Danny 
Wright’s goal proving the 
difference.

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'We haven't 

bought 

success' 

Eddie Howe has hit back at 
suggestions Cherries have bought 
success and insists there is a “total 
misconception” about how the club 
operates. 

Manager Howe was speaking after 
Cherries’ annual accounts - covering 
their debut season in the Premier 
League - had been published. 

The figures showed turnover had 
risen £75m on the previous year to 
£87.9m, a profit after tax of £3.4m 
compared with a loss of £39.4m and a 
£60m wage bill, the second lowest in 
the top flight. 

Cherries last recorded a profit in 
2011 when the sale of Danny Ings to 
Burnley and compensation for Howe 
and Jason Tindall joining the Clarets 
helped the club make around £1 m. 

Income for the year was significantly 
boosted by Cherries’ share of 
television money which will increase 
after the league cashed in to the tune 
of more than £8bn on selling its 
domestic and foreign rights for the 
three years from 2016. 

Howe said: “There has been a total 
misconception towards this club and 
how we run things. 

“I have heard differing comments 
about how much money we have spent 
and how we have gone about what we 
have done. 

“I have heard people say we have 
bought success. I was really

passionate about that in the 
Championship and we didn’t do it then 
either. 

“It is all relative to your turnover and 
ours is minimal compared with most 
clubs because of the size of the 
stadium so we are always at a slight 
handicap. 

“But we haven’t just bought success, 
we have tried to do it in different ways. 

“We have recruited mainly young 
players, tried to develop them and 
make them better. And with the players 
we inherited, we have tried to make 
them better and added bits and pieces 
along the way. 

“It is very unfair to the players to 
suggest money has been the big factor 
behind our rise.” 

A need to compete with the country’s 
elite clubs saw Cherries’ wage bill 
climb £30.4m, from £29.6m to £60m - 
a sum which included Premier League 
retention bonuses. 

Howe added: “The Premier League is 
at a totally different level. The top 
teams have such outstanding players 
and you are trying to compete with 
them on a level footing. It is incredibly 
difficult. 

“A new stadium will be vital to 
increase our revenue to enable us to 
be a little more competitive on the 
wages. 

“But that is down the line and not for 
now.”

Late King winner

Sunderland’s 10-year stay in 
the Premier League was ended 
as Josh King’s late winner for 
Bournemouth confirmed their 
relegation. 

King struck with two minutes 
remaining at the Stadium of 
Light to snatch a 1-0 win which fi¬ 
nally ended the Black Cats’ hopes 
of a fifth successive great escape. 

There was brief hope from else¬ 
where as Saintswere awarded a 
penalty against Hull but Eldin 
Jakupovic’s save earned the Ti¬ 
gers a goalless draw which leaves 
them 13 points clear of David 
Moyes’ side, who have only 12 to 
play for. 

King had earlier been denied by 
the woodwork but Jermain Defoe 
uncharacteristically passed up a 
series of inviting opportunities 
for the home side and sections of 
the 38,394 crowd at the Stadium of 
Light once again called for Moy¬ 
es’ head on the final whistle. 

On an afternoon when the Black 
Cats, who on Friday reported loss¬ 
es of £33million after tax for the 
year to July 31, ran out knowing 
the price of failure only too well, 
they huffed and puffed during a 
nervy first half in which Bourne¬ 
mouth played the better football 
and came desperately close to tak¬ 
ing the lead. 

That said, they had chances and 
had leading scorer Defoe been 
able to call upon his early-season 
form - the last of his 14 goals came 
nine games ago - they might even 
have grabbed the lead. 

Fabio Borini forced Artur 
Boruc into an llth-minute save 
with a rising drive, but it was 
Defoe to whom most of the better 
openings fell. 

He fired high over from a prom¬ 
ising position with 19 minutes 
gone after exchanging passes 
with Wahbi Khazri and just wide 
six minutes before the break, 
having earlier seen his penalty 
appeals waved away by referee 
Stuart Attwell when his shot ap¬ 
peared to hit the arm of Simon 
Francis. 

But in the meantime, Jordan 
Pickford, who made regulation 
saves from Benik Afobe, Marc 
Pugh and Adam Smith, enjoyed 
a rare moment of good fortune 
when King left him rooted to the 
spot with a 20th-minute chip from 
a tight angle only to see the ball 
hit both the bar and the post be¬ 
fore bouncing into the keeper’s 
arms. 

Pugh was unable to trouble 
Pickford with a header from 
King’s ball in seconds after the 
restart but fired just wide of the 
far post with 50 minutes gone, al-

though Boruc had to palm away 
Borini’s effort as play switched 
rapidly to the other end. 

Central defender Lamine Kone 
headed over from Khazri’s 55th- 
minute cross with the Black Cats 
pressing once again but as time 
ran down, any composure began 
to ebb away. 

However, George Honeyman 
had the home fans off their seats 


when he latched on to Borini’s 
67th-minute pass and tested 
Boruc at his near post. 

The game descended into an 
ugly melee after Borini brought 
down Lewis Cook with a clumsy 
challenge, and the Italian and 
Harry Arter were both booked 
for their roles in it once order had 
been restored. 

Boruc needed two attempts to 


field full-back Donald Love’s skid¬ 
ding low drive four minutes from 
time, but it was the visitors who 
snatched victory at the death. 
Substitute Lys Mousset picked 
out Ryan Fraser on the right and 
his cross was steered home by 
King. 

Saints’ penalty was awarded 
at almost the same moment, but 
Jakupovic denied Dusan Tadic

• Jamie Vardy continued his 
red-hot run in front of goal as 
Leicester eased their Premier 
League relegation fears with a 1-0 
win at West Brom. 

Vardy made no mistake two 
minutes before half-time as 
Leicester won away from home in 


the top-flight for only the second 
time this season. 

His strike was his 17th of the 
season, his third in the last four 
games and his eighth in 12 match¬ 
es under the control of manager 
Craig Shakespeare. 

It was also the third successive 
game that he had scored at The 
Hawthorns. 

While Vardy has hit form at just 


the right time, Albion have hit a 
losing habit and a goal drought. 

Tony Pulis’s team have lost 
their last four games - and failed 
to score in their last five. They 
have won only once in eight 
games as they limp towards the 
end of the season. 

Pulis made a surprise change 
to his side when he left captain 
Darren Fletcher out of the start¬ 


ing line-up in the Premier League 
for the first time since his arrival 
from Manchester United in 2015 
- ending a run of 86 successive 
top-flight starts for the Scottish 
midfielder. His former United 
team-mate Jonny Evans took over 
as skipper with Fletcher on the 
bench. 

Leicester were again without 
central defender Wes Morgan af¬ 
ter he failed to shake off a ham¬ 
string problem that had also 
forced him to miss the 1-0 defeat 
at Arsenal. 

After a frantic opening spell, 
when Leicester’s Danny Drink- 
water was booked for a rash 
lunge on Nacer Chadli in the 16th 
minute, Albion were denied the 
breakthrough by the heroics of 
Kasper Schmeichel. 

Evans lifted a long cross into 
the Leicester area after 18 min¬ 
utes and Chris Brunt met it with 
an angled header that Schmeichel 
spectacularly tipped over. 

The feisty feel to the game con¬ 
tinued when Albion midfielder 
Claudio Yacob, who had earlier 
sent Vardy tumbling, was booked 
for his 22nd minute challenge on 
Shinji Okazaki. 

In a game where clear chances 
had been at a premium it was per¬ 
haps no surprise that when the 
deadlock was broken it was down 
to a mistake. 

Albion striker Salomon Rondon 
played the ball back towards his 
own goal but he had not spotted 
the lurking Okazaki. 

Okazaki collected Rondon’s 
back pass and fed a pass into 
the path of Vardy who clinically 
lifted the ball over the advancing 
goalkeeper Ben Foster. 

• Stoke and West Ham shared 
the spoils in a goalless draw as 
Jack Butland kept his first clean 
sheet since his return - and in 
front of watching England man¬ 
ager Gareth Southgate. 

The Potters reached the 40-point 
mark but they had no joy in an at¬ 
tacking sense as Saido Berahino 
was denied a first goal for the club 
by Winston Reid’s fine block and 
Adrian’s terrific save. 

Southgate, who missed the Man¬ 
chester derby on Thursday in fa¬ 
vour of attending a rugby league 
game, witnessed Butland make 
just his second appearance since 
he fractured his ankle while on 
international duty last March. 

There were few English play¬ 
ers in either side for Southgate to 
cast his eye over but one of them, 
Berahino, was hoping to open his 
Stoke account 427 days on from 
his last goal for West Brom. 

Marko Arnautovic’s pull-back 
found the forward in the eighth 
minute, yet Reid had other ideas 
as he flung himself in front of Be- 
rahino’s powerful shot to prevent 
a certain goal. 


Latics down 


Wigan were relegated from the Sky 
Bet Championship after losing to 
Reading while the line-up for the play¬ 
offs was all but confirmed on the 
penultimate weekend of the regular 
season. 

The Latics were promoted from 
League One last season but face 
another stint in the third tier after Yann 
Kermorgant’s sixth-minute effort gave 
the Royals a 1-0 victory at the Madejski 
Stadium. 

Kermorgant, 35, headed home his 
17th goal of the season early on and 
although the visitors battled manfully, 
they could not find a way back into the 
contest. 

Now seven points adrift of safety, 
with Blackburn and Birmingham both 
winning, Wigan join Rotherham in 
dropping out of the division next 
season. 

Four teams - Blackburn, Nottingham 
Forest, Birmingham and Bristol City, 
who play Brighton in the late-kick-off- 
could yet join them. 

Blackburn, who have not competed 
in the third tier since 1980, occupy 
22nd spot but kept their survival hopes 
intact by defeating Aston Villa 1-0 
courtesy of Danny Graham’s 
54th-minute goal. 

The result moved Rovers level on 48 
points with Forest, who were beaten 
2-0 at QPR with Conor Washington’s 
49th-minute strike and Joel Lynch’s 
header on the hour ending a run of six 
successive defeats for Rangers and 
guaranteeing their safety. 

Birmingham claimed their first win

under Harry Redknapp and moved two 
points clear of the drop after seeing off 
play-off bound Huddersfield 2-0. 

Despite playing most of the match 
with 10 men after Che Adams’ 
dismissal midway through the first half, 
Jonathan Grounds’ header four 
minutes before the interval and Craig 
Gardner’s 76th-minute penalty gave 
the Blues a vital three points. 

Huddersfield, though, as well as 
Reading, Sheffield Wednesday and 
Fulham will almost certainly contest the 
play-offs after Leeds were unable to 
find a winner against 10-man Norwich - 
despite hitting back from 3-0 down to 
draw 3-3 in an enthralling encounter. 

The Canaries looked certain winners 
when Steven Naismith’s opener was 
followed by a brace from Nelson 
Oliveira although Chris Wood grabbed 
one back just before half-time. 

Kyle Bartley reduced the arrears 
even further and Pablo Hernandez 
levelled but they could not make 
another breakthrough - despite 
Naismith’s late dismissal.

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Pochettino 
calls on fans 
to play part 
in derby 

Mauricio Pochettino has called on 
Tottenham fans to make White Hart 
Lane’s last local derby one to 
remember as they look to end 
Arsenal’s 22-year dominance in north 
London. 

Spurs sit 14 points ahead of the 
Gunners in the table and a win on 
Sunday will ensure they finish above 
their rivals for the first time since 1995. 

Beating Arsenal to achieve the feat 
would make it all the more satisfying 
for Tottenham, who will also be hosting 
Arsene Wenger’s men for the final time 
at their current home. 

The club confirmed on Friday they 
will play all their home fixtures at 
Wembley next season while their new 
61,000 seater stadium is completed in 
time for 2018-19. 

Spurs are looking for their 15th home 
victory on the bounce this weekend 
and Pochettino wants the supporters 
to help condemn Arsenal to defeat in 
their last outing at White Hart Lane. 

“We feel every time that we play, it is 
the last game - our fans are so excited, 
and our players too,” Pochettino said. 

“I think that feeling, that energy, that 
our fans translate to the team, is 
amazing and it is key, to push you and 
help you to give your best. 

“They can play a part in our last two

games, like they are playing [a part] in 
this season. They were fantastic and 
they helped a lot the team. 

“I think all that we are achieving there 
at White Hart Lane, is a big percentage 
[because] of our fans too.” 

Tottenham have come close to 
finishing above Arsenal in recent years, 
not least last season when they 
needed to beat already-relegated 
Newcastle on the final day but were 
instead thrashed 5-1. 

For now, though, the priority remains 
catching Chelsea, who sit four points 
clear at the top of the table but face a 
tricky trip to Everton in the earlier kick¬ 
off on Sunday. 

“We have our own philosophy, our 
own titles, our own way and it is 
important now to be focused,” 
Pochettino said. 

“I understand for the fans it means a 
lot, all that has happened with Arsenal, 
but my responsibility and for the 
players and the club is to try to win and 
win every game. 

“Our opponents are all the teams in 
the Premier League and to try to be the 
best is our aim. 

“I can understand because after 20 
years Tottenham always was below 
Arsenal and I can understand that 
means a lot to be above. 

“Personally for me I want to be above 
Arsenal but I want to win the title 
more.”

EASTLEIGH have confirmed 
that director of football Richard 
Hill will be keeping hold of the 
managerial reins on a permanent 
basis next season. 

He will be assisted by former 
Gillingham and Orient boss Andy 
Hessenthaler at the helm of the 
National League club. 

The pair worked together previ¬ 
ously at Gillingham where Hill 
was the right-hand man, orches¬ 
trating from the dugout while 
Hessenthaler - a former Watford 
and Barnet midfielder - was play¬ 
er-manager. 

Welcoming the appointment, 
Hill said: “Hess will be good for 
us. 

“It will work because we’ve 
known each other for a number 
of years and we’ve worked togeth¬ 
er in the Championship. 

“Hess was playing every week 
and I did a lot of the day-to-day 
coaching stuff on the training 
ground. 

“He’s a nice bloke, he’s stable 
and I know his family well. 

“Everything fits in terms of 
having continuity at the club.” 

Continuity is something East¬ 
leigh have been badly lacking this 
season. 

Hill - the man who led the Spit¬ 
fires into non-League’s top tier as 
2013/14 Conference South cham¬ 
pions - answered an SOS call in 
February after Martin Allen had 
been sacked. 

Allen’s disastrous reign - which 
followed on from the departures 
of Chris Todd and Ronnie Moore 
- had lasted only 84 days with the 
club sliding ominously down the 
table. 

Over the last two months Hill 
has steadied the ship as direc¬ 
tor of football/caretaker boss 
and, thanks largely to a priceless 
run of ten points from 12 during 
March, has led the Spitfires to a 
safe 15th-placed finish. 

EASTLEIGH rounded off their 
helter-skelter National League 
campaign with a 1-1 mid-table 
draw against Wrexham on Satur¬ 
day. 

Having fallen behind at the 
start of the second half, the Spit¬ 
fires hit back with a 73rd-minute 
poacher’s finish from Matt Tubbs 
to ensure they have wound up the 
season in 15th place. 

With Graham Stack still strug¬ 
gling with an elbow problem, the 
Spitfires handed a home debut 
to emergency loan stopper Josh 
Barnes from Derby County - the 


seventh goalkeeper to have start¬ 
ed a league game in what has been 
a turbulent season for the club. 

Eastleigh made a couple of 
changes to the side beaten 2-0 at 
Solihull Moors last week with 
young left-back Chinua Cole re¬ 
placing Jack Masterton and Craig 
McAllister restored to the start¬ 
ing XI in place of James Consta¬ 
ble. 


If Eastleigh have disappointed 
this season, so too have former 
Football League outfit Wrexham 
who arrived in Hampshire sitting 
just one point and one place bet¬ 
ter off than Eastleigh in 13th spot. 

The Spitfires’ began brightly 
with their experienced front two 
of McAllister and Matt Tubbs 
working Wrexham’s defence hard, 
well supported by Ben Close. 


McAllister had a shot blocked 
from Close’s assist and when the 
on-loan Portsmouth midfielder 
found Tubbs in space with a cross¬ 
field pass, it was a hands-on-head 
moment for the ex-Pompey and 
Bournemouth marksman who got 
his volleyed finish all wrong. 

Barnes was a mere bystander 
until the 23rd minute when Wrex¬ 
ham forced a corner, but it was

Boruc can go 
on until he's 
40-Howe 

CHERRIES boss Eddie Howe 
reckons veteran goalkeeper Artur 
Boruc could play in his 40s after 
admitting the former Poland 
international was belying his advancing 
years. 

The 37-year-old former Saint is set to 
extend his stay at Vitality Stadium after 
triggering an appearance-related 
clause entitling him to a new deal. 

Signed on a free transfer in June 
2015 after impressing during two 
separate loan spells from Saints, the 
experienced stopper has proved a key 
figure in the Dorset club’s Premier 
League journey. 

And Howe believes Boruc can 
continue his professional career for 
years to come - if the former Celtic 
star decides that is the route he wishes 
to take. 

Asked if Cherries’ number one could 
play at 40 and beyond, Howe said: “I 
think it’s possible.

While Howe acknowledged the 
impact Boruc had made since his 
arrival in Dorset, the manager admitted 
it was tough to single out the enigmatic 
Pole out as his best recent signing. 

“I get asked this a lot about certain 
individuals and it’s difficult to pick 
one,” added Howe. 

“Dan Gosling and Junior Stanislas 
came in on free transfers as well and 
they have been excellent for us and 
there are a number of others. 

“We’re just very thankful Artur has 
played such a positive role for us.

He then moved on to 
Manchester United the following 
season and starred as the Red 
Devils won their first top-flight title 
since 1967 - and first of four with 
him in the side. 

ANDREA PIRLO: The Italy 
midfielder finished a decade at AC 
Milan in style in 2010-11, 
celebrating a Serie A title. That was 
the second occasion on which Pirlo 
had lifted the trophy. When he did

so again with Juventus a year later, 
it was the first of four Scudetto 
triumphs in a row with the Turin club 
that he would be involved in. 

ROBERTO BAGGIO: Baggio went 
the opposite way between AC Milan 
and Juve, departing the latter at the 
end of 1994-95 as a Serie A 
champion and then helping the 
former win the division the following 
term. The back-to-back triumphs 
represented an excellent response 
from Baggio after his penalty miss 
in the 1994 World Cup final sealed 
Italy’s defeat to Brazil. 

MICHAEL LAUDRUP: Having won 
the Spanish league for each of the 
previous four seasons with 
Barcelona, Danish great Laudrup 
saw his run go on for another year 
after making the controversial 
switch to Real Madrid in 1994. 

ZLATAN IBRAHIMOVIC: 
Ibrahimovic has achieved this a 
number of times, although two of 
them involve Juventus’ revoked 
Serie A wins of 2004-05 and 2005- 
06. Either side of those seasons, he 
claimed league titles with Ajax and 
Inter Milan. The Swedish striker 
subsequently pulled it off twice in 
three years from 2008-09 to 2010- 
11 as he went from Inter to 
Barcelona and then on to AC Milan. 


Why Koeman's sights are set on Arsenal

Ronald Koeman has promised 
Tottenham his Everton side will 
give Premier League leaders Chel¬ 
sea a tough test this weekend. 

Chelsea have a four-point lead 
over Spurs with five games to 
play and Sunday’s trip to Goodi- 
son Park could be one of their 
hardest remaining fixtures. 

Spurs have a difficult task them¬ 
selves, as they host Arsenal on 
the same afternoon, but victory 
over their north London rivals 
coupled with a favour from Ever¬ 
ton would dramatically tighten 
the title race. 

Koeman recognises the sig¬ 
nificance of the weekend - which 
could also see Chelsea open up 
a near-impregnable seven-point 
gap if the opposite scenarios un¬ 
fold - and is determined to make 
sure his side play a full part. 


“The weekend could be really 
decisive about the title race,” said 
Koeman. 

“It is not done. We know the gap 
from second to first is four points 
and both have difficult fixtures. 

“Chelsea are strong, they are 
confident, but they know it will 
be a tough game for them this 
Sunday.” 

That was not the case, however, 
when the sides met at Stamford 
Bridge in November. Chelsea ran 
out convincing 5-0 winners on 
that occasion with Everton fail¬ 
ing to register a shot on target. 

Koeman was stung by that hu¬ 
miliation and it was another 
month before the Toffees got back 
to winning ways. 

Since then, however, Everton 
have been one of the most con¬ 
sistent sides in the country, losing 


just three of their last 19 games. 
They have won their last eight 
home fixtures. 

Koeman said: “We had only one 
game this season that we had no 
chance - and that was the Chelsea 
away game, from the start to the 
end.” 

Everton are seventh in what has 
been an encouraging first season 
for Koeman at Goodison, but the 
former Saints manager is not fin¬ 
ished yet and has Arsenal in his 
sights. 

The Gunners are two points 
better off and have two games in 
hand but Koeman believes they 
could be vulnerable. 

He said: “If we keep the gap to 
Arsenal three points or less then 
the last game of the season is Ar¬ 
senal away and still we will have 
the possibility to catch them.”

Chris hopes 
for change 

CHRIS Reeves hopes Poole 
Town’s failed appeal against 
being barred from taking part in 
the National League South play¬ 
offs will result in a rule change. 

Vice-chairman Reeves put 
Poole’s case to an independent 
regulatory commission at 
Wembley on Wednesday which 
upheld the National League’s 
original decision following a two- 
hour meeting, writes Neil Perrett. 

Poole were one of four clubs to 
attend a consolidated hearing - 
with National South rivals 
Hungerford and Wealdstone, 
together with National North 
outfit Darlington, receiving the 
same judgement. 

The quartet all fell foul of the 
same regulation as their 
respective home venues did not 
have 500 seats under cover by the 
March 31 deadline. 

Although Poole’s Black Gold 
Stadium was last month given a 
category B grading - allowing 
them to remain in National South 
- they were told they would not 
be permitted to participate in the 
play-offs should they qualify. 

While the appeal ultimately fell 
on deaf ears, Reeves confirmed 
the decision had been referred 
back to the FA Leagues 
Committee and the National 
League for “further 
consideration”. 

“If the rule is changed as a

result of the appeal board’s 
referral then it would make our 
lives next season so much easier 
because we would have an extra 
12 months to prepare for the next 
step,” he said. “It would mean we 
would be able to go all out for 
promotion, knowing that if we 
were to get it, we would be able 
to put in place plans during the 
course of the season and action 
them very promptly and make 
sure we satisfied the criteria.” 

Reflecting on the decision, 
Reeves added: “We have 
performed miracles to transform 
the stadium and to hold on to our 
National South status. 

“My overall emotion is one of 
pride in what we have achieved 
and satisfaction that we have 
made a very firm and positive 
point. 

“I have huge pride in what we 
have achieved in terms of the 
upgrade, the way the team has 
performed this season and in the 
quality of the management team 
we have. 

“I also have a huge amount of 
satisfaction that by taking our 
case to the highest appeal 
tribunal within football, they have 
referred it for further 
consideration on the basis of 
what they heard.”

EASTLEIGH’S director of foot¬ 
ball Richard Hill is the first to 
admit he hasn’t always seen eye 
to eye with goalkeeper Graham 
Stack. 

Indeed, he fully expects to lock 
horns with the former Arsenal 
stopper again next term. 

But after some early teething 
problems, Hill likes to think a 
healthy mutual respect now ex¬ 
ists between the pair. 

It was Hill’s managerial prede¬ 
cessor Martin Allen who signed 
Stack at the turn of the year 
with the experienced 35-year-old 
fresh back from the Indian Super 
League. 

Stack was one of Allen’s belov¬ 
ed “champions” from the 2014/15 
Conference-winning Barnet side, 
but the Bees’ reunion did not last 
long. 

With the Spitfires going down¬ 
hill fast, Allen’s brief reign was 
terminated in February. 

Stack, though, remains at the 
Silverlake on a contract that runs 
to the end of 2018/19. 

Stack’s arrival at Eastleigh had 
coincided with a long-term injury 
to Spitfires’ No 1 Ryan Clarke. 
But by the time Hill stepped in as 
caretaker boss, fit-again Clarke 
was back in the starting line-up. 

Hill kept faith with Clarke for 
his first three games in charge 
but, with seven goals conceded 
and just one point banked, he 
turned to Stack for the 2-0 home 
victory over Barrow on March 11. 

The ex-Barnet man kept his 
place and wins at Chester and 
Torquay and a home draw with 


Gateshead followed, all but secur¬ 
ing Eastleigh’s National League 
status. 

It wasn’t an easy time for Hill 
knowing neither ‘keeper was 
content to sit on the bench, but 
Stack’s attitude impressed him. 

The situation came to a head 
earlier this month when former 
AFC Wimbledon and Oxford 
United man Clarke was released 
from contract by mutual consent. 

“I’ve had my issues with Gra¬ 


ham Stack and me and him will 
fall out next season - I know it 
and he knows it,” said Hill. 

“But Stack now knows where 
he is with me and I know where I 
am with him. 

“If I’d been a player in the same 
team as him, we’d probably have 
been good mates. 

“We’ve had words, but it’s how 
you react afterwards. 

“He’s a strong character, I’m a 
strong character - but we don’t 


bear grudges.” 

Although Hill’s hands have 
been tied by inheriting players 
on contract, he does not view 
Stack as a burden. Far from it. 

“When Barnet won the Confer¬ 
ence, for me it was between Stack 
and (former Eastleigh man) Ross 
Flitney for the best ’keeper in the 
league,” he said. 

“With a strong defence in front 
of him, I think Stack would be 
viewed as a good goalkeeper.”

Islanders champs 
after late twist

THE SYDENHAMS Premier Di¬ 
vision title fight took a dramatic 
twist on Wednesday - four days 
after the season had ended. 

Portland United were upgraded 
from second place to be crowned 
champions after leaders Money- 
fields had lost their appeal against 
a three-point deduction for field¬ 
ing an ineligible player. 

It’s devastating news for Mon¬ 
eys, who described the develop¬ 
ment as “a travesty, unfair and 
ridiculous.” 

But for cock-a-hoop Portland, 
it means they have emulated Pe¬ 
ter sfield Town’s feat of securing 
back-to-back Sydenhams One and 
Premier Division titles. 

“We’re obviously elated, it’s 
more than we could ever wish 
for,” smiled Portland boss Gary 
Bailey. 

“To win back-to-back titles 
is just something you couldn’t 
write. I’m immensely proud of 
myself, the backroom staff and 
the players. 

“I’m also delighted for Robin 
Satherley, Dave Camp, Darren 
Why ton, the committee members 
and everybody behind the scenes 
at the club. It’s a culmination of 
years of hard work to get to where 
we are and it’s a fantastic achieve¬ 
ment. 

“All the credit for winning the 
league on the pitch has to go to the 
players, they’re a fantastic group. 
From October onwards the run 
we went on was just fantastic. 

“It was an unconventional way 
to be crowned champions, but 
that run of 28 games unbeaten, 
with four draws, is the form of 
a team that deserve to win the 
league.” 


Although delighted with the 
outcome of the hearing, Bailey 
sympathised with Moneyfields 
but felt the FA had little choice in 
the decision. 

He said: “Everyone was in a 
tough position. We must mention 
Moneyfields as well, they’ve had 
a terrific season and gained pro¬ 
motion which was their ultimate 
goal. 

“Everyone knows that they 
probably didn’t mean to field the 
player but, at the end of the day, 
the rules are there. “However 
they’ve been breached, whether 
it’s by accident or on purpose, 
the FA are there to make sure the 
rules are adhered to. As unfortu¬ 


nate a situation as it is for Money- 
fields, I don’t think the FA had 
much of a choice.” 

The ineligible player at the cen¬ 
tre of the storm was Ash Howes, 
signed by Moneyfields from 
Blackfield in December. 

Unbeknown to the Portsmouth 
club, he had a two-match suspen¬ 
sion to serve but went on for the 
last five minutes of January’s 
league game against rock-bottom 
Verwood Town when Moneys 
were already 3-0 up. Howes also 
came off the bench and played 15 
minutes of a 2-2 draw with Fare- 
ham. 

“Our secretary checked the 
county system of suspensions 


before we included him in the 
squad, making sure he wasn’t on 
it,” said frustrated Moneys chair¬ 
man Paul Gregory. 

“It is obvious nobody in their 
right mind would bring a sus¬ 
pended player on. That is just 
common sense.” 

Knowledge that Wednesday’s 
FA appeal was pending did not 
stop Moneyfields celebrating 
their ‘championship-winning’ 
feat after beating Newport IoW 1-0 
at Dover Road last Saturday. 

The players were pictured jump¬ 
ing for joy, complete with a trophy 
and a banner reading: “Cham¬ 
pions. 2016/17. Moneyfields FC. 
#UptheMoneys.”

IN THE mind of Tom Killick, no 
FA Vase-winning team can ever 
match the achievement of Wim¬ 
borne Town at Wembley Stadium 
25 years ago this week. 

Magpies’ 5-3 triumph over 
Northern Premier League Guise- 
ley in the shadow of the Twin 
Towers on April 24 1992 complet¬ 
ed a remarkable, staggering run 
for the unfancied Cuthbury side. 

The club had never been beyond 
the third round, let alone any¬ 
where near the national stadium, 
when they started out in the com¬ 
petition, writes NED PAYNE. 

In fact, not a single Dorset team 
had made the trip to Wembley at 
that stage. 

Led by rookie boss Alex Pike, 
Wimborne saw off Mangotsfield 
United, Chard Town and Horsh¬ 
am before the big guns started to 
appear in number, each one seem¬ 
ingly stronger than the last. 

Hastings, who went on to win 
the Southern League South Di¬ 
vision, were despatched 2-1 in 
an away replay and North West 
Counties League Division Two 
runners-up Newcastle Town were 
beaten at the second attempt, this 
time 1-0 in Dorset. 

The eventual champions of 
Eastern Counties League Divi¬ 
sion One, Diss Town, lost 1-0 in 
a Cuthbury replay and following 
a stalemate at Bamber Bridge, 
Wimborne triumphed 2-0 in the 
return clash against a side which 
would go on to win North West 
Counties League Division Two. 

Trailing 1-0 in the final against 
Guiseley, who had won the Vase 
the previous season, goals from 
Taffy Richardson, Jamie Sturgess 


and striker Killick put the under¬ 
dogs 3-1 up. 

After the break, Killick bagged 
another and although Guiseley 
pulled one back, Sturgess’s sec¬ 
ond made it five. A final Guiseley 
effort, ultimately, proved mean¬ 
ingless. 

At the final whistle, elation. 

No wonder Pike conducted a 
post-match interview in the bath, 
ending a seven-year stint without 
alcohol with a few sips - or possi¬ 
bly more - of champagne. 

“What people forget is that 
it’s the equivalent of a Wessex 
League team winning it now, over 


and above teams like Hereford 
and Salisbury,” said Killick. 

“I remember playing Hastings, 
who were clear at the top of the 
league above and that’s what you 
had to deal with in those times. 

“Without being disrespectful 
to subsequent participants, what 
gives everyone involved a bigger 
sense of pride is that we had to 
overcome better teams, which is 
not the case these days. 

“If you are in the Wessex 
League now, you are not going to 
come up against any team which 
is higher-ranked. 

“The group of players we had 


was very strong and there were 
some big characters who carried 
us through.” 

Now the much-celebrated boss 
of Poole Town, Killick’s abiding 
memory of that cup run - and 
the final itself - is perhaps best 
summed up in one word: surreal. 

“We were a Wessex League team 
thrust into this unusual environ¬ 
ment where there was a lot of 
press attention and all of a sud¬ 
den we were walking out at the 
national stadium,” he said. 

“I remember early in the game 
thinking how strange it all was. 

“When I look back, it was one 
of the best moments of my career 
but also I think fondly about the 
relationships between the play¬ 
ers, supporters and the people 
running the club. 

“It was a really pleasurable time 
in my life, not just from a football 
perspective, but socially it was a 
really good place to be. 

“They were a special group of 
players and it was a pleasure to be 
involved.” 

And what of the memory of 
scoring at Wembley, not once but 
twice, an achievement which 
countless professionals do not get 
the chance to experience. 

Killick added: “My mum and 
dad aren’t huge football fans, 
although funnily enough they 
watch Poole most weeks, but in 
those days they didn’t use to come 
to football very often. 

“It was a very emotional mo¬ 
ment for me to score and see them 
in the stand. 

“That was quite a big deal. It’s 
probably one of my most treas¬ 
ured moments.”

FIRST DERBY DEFEAT 

Wenger was unbeaten in his first six 
derbies before the record finally ended on 
November 7,1999. Two goals inside the first 
20 minutes from Steffen Iversen and Tim 
Sherwood put Tottenham on the way to 
victory. Patrick Vieira pulled one back for 
Arsenal but they finished the match with

Forty years on from its origins in 
Kerry Packer’s World Series and its 
subsequent introduction in the 1990s 
into one-day limited-over matches in 
England, white ball cricket is about 
to come to local recreational league 
cricket. 

Next Saturday, the locally-based 
British Gas Southern Premier 
League will be become the first ECB 
accredited competition in the coun¬ 
try to play its 50-over matches in 
coloured kit and all the trimmings, 
writes Mike Vimpany. 

White balls, pyjama clothes, black 
sightsceens and power-plays will be 
all the rage when the action unfolds 
at Andover, Burridge, Havant, South 
Wilts and on the Ageas Bowl Nurs¬ 
ery Ground. 

And most the players can’t wait! 

Burridge vice-captain Dan Hewitt 
is among those crossing off the days 
before the white ball action to unfold 
at Botley Road when Bashley (Rydal) 
are the visitors. 

He said: “I think it’s a great move 
for local cricket, particularly the 
Premier League with the two dif¬ 
ferent versions, really separates the 
formats and will definitely see the 
improvement of the standard of lim¬ 
ited overs cricket.” 

Bashley skipper Michael Porter 
agreed: “Personally, I’m extremely 
excited with the decision to play 
white ball cricket in the 50 over for¬ 
mat. 

“It will be interesting to see if it 
changes anything in terms of swing, 
bounce etc. 

“But, overall, I’m looking forward 
to it as it’s a modern format of the 
game.” 

Porter’s point about ‘swing’ may 
turn out to be extremely relevant 
as the likes of Lymington’s Matt 
Metcalfe, normally among the lead 
strike wicket takers in Premier 
League cricket, may find his main

wicket-taking weapon blunted. 

Only time will tell. 

Premier League chairman David 
Ridley, meanwhile, has his fingers 
firmly crossed that one white ball 


per innings will suffice. 

In List A cricket, two white balls 
are used during an innings - but at 
county level matches are frequently 
played on hard, brazen surfaces, 
compared with grassier club strips. 

And balls are unlikely to be 
thumped into terraces and advertis¬ 
ing hoardings - more like surround¬ 
ing bushes, certainly at Bashley !

The Australian took 2-57 in a 
surprise debut against Kent at 
Canterbury in the Royal London 
One-day Cup on Wednesday, two 
years after he first played for the 
2nd XI. 

In 2015 he was recommended to 
the county by Mascarenhas and 
soon impressed, towards the end 
of his second and final season 
with Northern Premier League 
Fleetwood CC, before returning 
to Melbourne. 

Now he is back. After arriving 
to play in the Southern Premier 
League for South Wilts CC, he 
played another game for Hamp¬ 
shire’s twos before injuries to 
Fidel Edwards (hamstring), Brad 
Wheal (side) and Ryan Stevenson 
(back) gave him his opportunity. 

The 26 year-old, a British pass¬ 
port holder, spent a season with 
Victoria after winning the Aus¬ 
tralian reality TV show Cricket 
Superstar, in 2012. 

Now, after being released by 
his home state, Mascarenhas has 
helped give him his latest break. 

“The connection started 
through Dimi,” he revealed. “He 
played a bit of club cricket in Mel¬ 
bourne, I got to know him and he 
contacted Hampshire. 

“Giles White rang me and a cou¬ 
ple of months into my first stint 
in England I played against Sur¬ 
rey.” 

Holland responded with 128 not 
out against an attack included 
Chris Tremlett, before taking 5-37 


as Surrey were beaten by an in¬ 
nings. 

A medium pacer, he is not dis¬ 
similar to Mascarenhas. 

“I don’t have the speed to rustle 


up batsmen, my strengths are the 
movement and consistency I get,” 
he said.

Crane's 'dream' 
can come true

GARETH Batty is confident fel¬ 
low spin-king Mason Crane has 
what it takes to be an England 
international in the coming years 
- so long as he doesn’t shirk his 
desire to improve. 

Sussex-born Crane enjoyed 
making history over the winter, 
becoming the first overseas crick¬ 
eter to play for New South Wales 
in more than 30 years in Austral¬ 
ia’s Sheffield Shield competition. 

He also impressed in England’s 
curtain-raising domestic North v 
South competition in March - but 
has since found the going tougher 
in the cut and thrust of Champi¬ 
onship cricket. 

In fact the leg spinner has yet to 
turn out for Hampshire this sea¬ 
son, with pitches far from suiting 
the 20-year-old at this early stage. 

Development 

But fellow spinner Batty, the 
Surrey captain who toured with 
England in Bangladesh in India, 
believes highlights are only just 
beginning for Crane, urging him 
to maintain development on and 
off the pitch. 

“He was picked as an overseas 
player which, as a young player 
and spinner in particular, is an 
amazing thing for him,” said Bat¬ 
ty, speaking at the launch of the 
Royal London One-Day Cup. 

“That in itself was a massive 
feat, he hasn’t played yet this 
summer and it’s not easy for spin¬ 
ners to feature when we start this 
early, but he’s just got to keep fo¬ 
cusing on where he wants to get

to. 

“He’s not the finished article 
yet, so he has to focus on getting 


that process right instead of wor¬ 
rying about the number of wick¬ 
ets he’s taking. If he gets the pro¬ 


cess spot on then the wickets will 
take care of themselves. 

“He just needs to keep learning, 
he’s a bubbly lad who wants to 
keep learning and keep develop¬ 
ing and he has earnt himself a 
very big opportunity now.” 

As a leg spinner Crane is a rare 
commodity in English cricket, 
bursting onto the scene with 
Hampshire when just an 18-year- 
old in the summer of 2015. 

Since then, talk has been about 
when, not if, he would make an 
England debut, praise he has al¬ 
ways been keen to play down as 
he continues to get a foothold on 
his own abilities. 

But for Batty, those dreams have 
become instantly relatable, trav¬ 
elling with England 11 years since 
his last international appearance, 
keen to make sure Crane has the 
most important attribute: self¬ 
belief. 

Dream 

He added: “He should dream, 
every young cricketer should 
dream, but then he should be 
waking up from that and making 
sure he gets the process that al¬ 
lows that to happen. 

“If he gets to a place where he 
doesn’t have to worry whether 
people think he is good, instead 
having that inner confidence, 
then he can take his game to a 
whole new level. 

“In terms of England, he’s got 
Adil Rashid ahead of him, Moeen 
Ali too, so he’s got some work to 
do because none of those guys 
have done anything wrong so far.”

Joey Barton has been suspended 
from all football activity for 18 
months with immediate effect af¬ 
ter he admitted a FA misconduct 
charge related to betting. 

It is far from the first time 
the 34-year-old midfielder - who 
scored Burnley’s winner against 
Saints in January - has hit the 
headlines for the wrong reasons. 

Here,the Sports Pink details 
some of the other incidents: 

December 2004 

Stubs lit cigar in the eye of 
young team-mate Jamie Tandy 
during Manchester City’s Christ¬ 
mas party.

The Sky Bet League One 
season comes to an end on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes 
a look at what is still left to 
play for. 

t SHEFFIELD UNITED are 
already guaranteed the title. 
Victory over Chesterfield on 
Sunday would take them to 
100 points. 

• Victory over Peterborough 
would see BOLTON promoted. 
A draw would be enough 
unless third-placed 
FLEETWOOD beat Port Vale 
by at least eight goals. 

Scunthorpe and Bradford, 
like Fleetwood, cannot drop 
out of the top six. MILLWALL 
would secure the final play-off 
place by winning at Bristol 
Rovers, but if they drop points 
they will open the door to 
Southend or Rochdale to 
move ahead of them. 

t ROCHDALE would need a 
win over Bradford to give 
themselves a chance, and 
would rely on both their rivals 
dropping points. A draw with 
Bury could be enough for 
SOUTHEND, but only if 
Millwall lose and Rochdale do 
not win. 

• PORT VALE realistically 
must beat Fleetwood to give 
themselves hope of avoiding 
relegation - they would then 
need GILLINGHAM to drop 
points against Northampton 
or BURY or SHREWSBURY to 
lose - the Shrews travel to 
Oxford and it would take a 
10-goal swing for Vale to 
move ahead of them. 

• The only way Vale could 
survive with a draw is if 
Gillingham lose by six goals 
or more. 

• Portsmouth still have a 
chance of winning the League 
1 title after a 1-0 success at 
Mansfield. 

Pompey are third, but will 
finish top if they can beat 
lowly Cheltenham at Fratton 
Park next Saturday and 
Plymouth and Doncaster fail 
to win at Grimsby and 
Hartlepool respectively. 

Former Saints midfielder 
Paul Tisdale guided Exeter 
City in to the League 2 play¬ 
offs with a 3-1 win at 
Doncaster. It is the first time 
the Grecians have ever 
finished in a Football League 
play-off place. 
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
